A  medium  although  it  is  an  apparent  mode  of  communication  is  essentially  a  one-way  street  in  that 
there  is  proportionately  limited  feedback.  This  very  aspect,  however,  is  in  itself  a  paradox,  being  both  a 
source  of  gross  frustration  and  a  means  of  pursuing  challenge.  As  applied  to  the  School  of  Nursing,  the 
contributing  variables  of  frustration  and  challenge  often  coerce  and  thus  add  to  the  complexity  of  the 
situation.  Often  the  only  means  of  reconciling  matters  is  to  adopt  a  primary  objective  to  provide 
stimulation  -  a  general  non  descript  type  of  stimulation,  whether  it  is  intellectual,  sensory  or  even  visceral. 
Even  in  the  fulfillment  of  this  primary  objective,  the  aspect  of  relativity  enters  the  situation.  The  reader 
using  his  own  personal  method  of  selectivity  screens  what  portions  of  the  stimulation  offered  is  internally 
absorbed,  and  thus  registers  a  response.  Thus  in  the  presentation  of  stimulation,  originality  and  variety  of 
technique  are  accounted  for  and  stressed.  In  this  consideration  there  are  the  practicalities  of  layout,  print, 
artistic  verbal  mosaics,  and  even  colour.  In  our  spasmodic  attempts  at  stimulation  on  all  levels,  the  Pulse 
hopes  that  the  relativity  factor  worked  positively  for  us  and  not  against  us  in  most  instances. 

The  only  word  or  consideration  for  next  year  which  comes  to  mind  is  that  a  flyer  be  distributed  on  a 
very  regular  basis,  say  every  two  weeks  or  every  week  if  humanly  possible  and  that  this  flyer  be  augmented 
by  issues  expressing  a  theme  with  research  articles  and  contributions  by  the  students  from  the  school.  In 
this  way,  communication  is  facilitated  by  the  flyer  and  an  in-depth  study  of  issues  and  comment  is 
accomplished  by  the  periodical  editions.  Hopefully,  the  Pulse  under  the  management  of  the  new  editor  will 
evolve  toward  being  an  ideally  dynamic  college  paper  on  campus.

Students  are  revolting  all  over  the  world.  In  the  past  year,  we  have  seen  numerous  incidents  of  confrontation  and  violence 
in  France,  in  Germany,  and  in  North  America  as  well.  The  press  would  have  the  public  believe  that  the  typical  Canadian 
student  is  part  of  a  militant,  highly  organized  Communist  front  advocating  the  wide  use  of  Molotov  cocktails.  It  has  been  this 
atmosphere  of  fear  and  mistrust  conveyed  by  the  press  which  has  been  the  greatest  obstacle  to  change  within  our  university  in 
the  past  year. 

It  has  been  our  aim  this  year  to  try  to  overcome  this  atmosphere  of  mistrust.  No  sort  of  creative  dialogue  can  exist  if 
students  cannot  debate  the  issues  rationally.  This  applies  equally  to  the  faculty.  We  have  been  successful  in  raising  several 
crucial  issues  this  year  and  I  trust  that  students  will  continue  to  examine  these  issues  in  the  next  year  in  the  same  atmosphere 
of  rational  debate  that  has  been  achieved  this  year. 

The  most  important  issue  in  my  opinion  has  been  that  of  student  participation  in  university  government.  A  cross-campus 
committee  of  students,  faculty,  and  administration  was  elected  to  examine  student  involvement  in  the  decision-making 
processes  of  the  university.  Although  there  is  virtually  no  student  participation  in  the  School  of  Nursing  at  the  present  time, 
we  can  hope  that  this  will  come  soon.  A  number  of  speakers,  seminars  and  committees  have  taken  a  look  at  this  issue  in  the 
past  year  -  I  am  confident  that  they  will  advocate  more  formal  avenues  for  closer  and  more  effective  relations  between  staff 
and  students. 

Another  key  issue  this  year  at  the  S.  of  N.  was  that  of  student  aid.  A  survey  showed  the  need  for  greater  awareness  of  aid 
available  and  suggested  many  changes  required  in  the  government's  loan-bursary  awards  program  which  coincide  with  the 
recommendations  of  SAC's  study  group. 

There  were  other  important  changes  this  year  -  the  beginning  of  the  implementation  of  the  MacPherson  Report,  work  on 
housing,  the  campus  centre,  the  bookstore,  the  library,  community  action,  course  evaluations,  and  the  development  of  course 
unions.  SAC  hired  a  full-time  education  consultant  who  began  the  very  popular  "Free  University  of  Toronto",  which  offers  a 
wide  variety  of  non-credit  interest  courses. 

The  growing  trend  towards  questioning  the  value  of  SAC  to  the  students  is  an  unfortunate  step  in  the  wrong  direction.  A 
cross-campus  union  exists  to  do  things  collectively  that  can't  be  accomplished  by  smaller  unions.  It  is  my  hope  that  students 
at  the  S.  of  N.  will  not  only  take  more  advantage  of  the  services  which  SAC  has  to  offer  but  that  they  will  concern  themselves 
with  some  of  the  broader  social  issues  examined  by  SAC  by  becoming  actively  involved  in  the  life  of  the  university.

A  questionnaire  was  circulated  in  an  attempt  to  determine  what  educational 
experiences  interest  you.  From  this  questionnaire  we  hope  to  be  able  to  implement  some  of  your  ideas  next  year. 

Some  of  our  plans  for  the  future  include  films,  discussion  groups,  seminars,  tutorials  in  difficult  courses,  tutorials  for 
more  in-depth  study  in  courses  that  interest  you,  staff-student  meetings,  education  information  centre  and  liaison  with 
curriculum  representatives  to  hasten  change  in  courses.  These  are  only  a  few  ideas  we  can  work  on.  Their  success  depends  on 
you.  It  is  your  education;  make  the  best  of  it.

The  main  objective  of  the  committee  is  evaluation,  recommendation  for 
revision,  and  current  curriculum  problems. 

Regular  committee  meetings  are  held  once  each  month.  General  and 
specific  problems  are  brought  forward  and  discussed,  with  priority  given  as 
indicated. 

A  special  day  and  a  half  meeting  was  held  during  reading  week.  The 
objective  of  the  meeting  was  to  review  courses  in  the  D.  C.  G.  D.  S.  N.

BASIC  CURRICULUM  COMMITTEE 


The  first  year  of  the  revised  curriculum  for  the  basic  course  was  implemented  in  1968  -  69.  This  revision  is 
the  result  of  a  study  to  review  the  relationship  of  theory  and  practice  in  the  teaching  of  nursing.  The  major 
change  is  in  the  teaching  of  nursing  as  a  core  subject  consisting  of  the  knowledge,  attitudes,  and  skills  that  are 
basic  to  nursing  in  any  situation.  Along  with  this,  most  of  the  clinical  work  will  be  arranged  concurrently, 
resulting  in  a  decrease  in  the  length  of  the  summer  practice  sessions.  It  is  important  to  remember  that  although 
the  curriculum  is  changing,  the  basic  objectives  and  philosophy  of  our  school  still  remain  the  same. 

The  focus  of  first  year  has  been  somewhat  changed.  For  the  older  students  it  is  quite  new  to  hear  the  first 
year  students  talking  about,  “Anatomy  labs  and  the  stiffs,  interpersonal  relationships  and  group  dynamics, 
Sociology  with  second  year,  and  their  whole  month  of  summer  clinicals.”  It  is  difficult  for  us  to  realize  that  by 
the  time  we  graduate,  much  of  the  course  will  be  changed. 

The  framework  of  the  new  curriculum  was  developed  by  our  staff  with  Mrs.  Brehaut  as  chairman.  Last  year  as 
well  as  this  year,  two  student  representatives  participated  on  the  committee.  A  lot  of  time  was  spent  this  year 
revising  the  expectations  of  the  student  in  each  of  the  four  years  and  you  should  all  have  received  a  copy  by  now. 
The  committee  works  alongside  the  groups  of  staff  members  who  are  now  developing  the  content  of  each  of  the 
nursing  courses.  They  have  helped  in  the  exploration  of  the  concept  of  “Basic  Nursing  Care."  The  petition  which 
was  signed  to  reopen  the  issue  of  electives  went  to  the  Curriculum  Committee  and  the  student  representatives 
were  able  to  help  look  into  this  area  again. 

As  a  student  member  I  have  found  being  on  the  committee  a  really  new  and  worthwhile  experience  It  has 
been  a  chance  to  get  to  know  faculty  members,  to  find  out  some  of  what  is  involved  in  curriculum  planning,  and 
a  chance  to  be  able  to  voice  some  of  my  own  opinions  and  the  opinions  of  my  classmates  and  have  them  valued. 
We  all,  as  students,  cry  for  more  participation  in  our  educational  programmes,  for  more  opportunity  to  form 
interpersonal  relationships  between  staff  and  students.  This  just  might  be  a  way  for  you  to  do  something  about  it.
